BIUNDEN felt fairly confident that either WOODS, or WooDs in | 
conjunction with HEWIT, had deliberately endeavoured to mislead the

On 27.5252. BLUNDEN rang me to say that he had spoken to Andy REVAI 
about the letter in the Daily Express.

Mr. Carey Foster telephoned me this morning (22.452) 
stating that HEWIT had virtually nothing to say to WARNER, beyond 
the fact that he had expressed fear lest the approaching anniver- 
sary of the disappearanes of BURGESS should bfing with it further 
press publicity on the subject.

I told BLUNT that I thought, although I would like a little 
longer to think about it, that there was nothing at this stage that he 
could usefully report to the police.

from "LEGARE", I suggested that he may very well turn out te be a phoney 
and that this: was probably connected with the WOODS extertions and the 
attempts made by JENKINS upon the BASSETT stronghold.

I felt that it was highly 
probable that he and another oe oF his kind had engaged themselves in a war 
of nerves in the cause of extortion which could only be stopped by firm 
action on the part$6f BLUNT himself. I emphasised my point by saying that 
although it was quite clear that BURGESS had besmeared everybody with 
whom he was in contact, I had found it quite repelling that HEWIT should 
complain about BURGESS going off and leaving him to face all this trouble 
alone. BIUNT said that it was true that BURGESS had ereated a good deal 
of embarrassment for his friends, and I remarked that this was a gross 
uuderstatement. I added that the repercussions were still manifesting 
themselves, and questioned him about the extent of his kmowledge of John 
CAIRNGROSS. He remembered that CATRNCROSS had rooms om his staircase at 
Trinity and that he was a friend of BURGESS, but mentioned that his most 
recent contact with him had been at Prof. HALFERN's house some two years 
ago, when he had, being like CAIRNCROSS considerably under the influence 
of drink, enga himself in the most violent argument with CATRNCROSS on 
matters concerning 17th century French literatwre. I remarked that this 
was a subject about which CATRNCROSS has some knowledge and BLUNT agreed 
that this is so. He failed to reeall the luncheon party at which Helmuth 
KATZ was present and said that the only KATZ he renenbered was Rolf KATZ. 


As the result of my discussions with BLINT I left with the 
strong impression that the overwhelming loyalty of one homosexual for 
another will be a bar to a successful examination of this man wmtil these 
inhibitions are broken down and the obsessios removed from his mind.

Do you think 1% 
might be worth while having HEWTP? interrogated on his own activities? 
Our latest information on him shows that on 22.2652. he was staying at 
the Union Jack Club, quite close to Portman Square. Hs would appear 
to be out of work and extremely hard upe BLUNT was very upset when 
he heard that HUWITT was staying so near to his own flat, adding that 
it was a “rather torturing kind of position, I have been tortured 
enough". In view of HEWIT?’s apparently successful attempt at 
blackmail, it might well be that an interrogation of HEWITT would 
give us further information on BIDNT.

At about 9 p.m. last night I was telephoned My. dee Lee, 
who is acquainted with Nigel BURGESS, and who told me t the latter had 
telephoned him to say that his mother had been approached by an individual 
who claimed to be in possession of decumentary material formerly the 
property of Guy BURGESS, which he was prepared to hand over to Mrs. BASSETT 
for money, the alternative being that he should give it to the press. The 
nna re ya detail, as elicited later from Nigel BURGESS by myself, is 
given OW. 


Nigel BURGESS had attempted to get in touch with Mr. Skardon 
but had been mable to do so. Having ecomsulted D.C., I telephoned Nigel 
BURGESS about 9.30 p.om., informing him that I was a colleague of Skardon, 
and asked him to tell me the story in his own words. 


He said that on return home last night at about 5.30 p.m. his 
mother and step-father had found an individual calling himself JENKINS 
waiting for them. JENKINS was described as "well spoken". He said that 
he had been making enquiries with a vie to obtaining information which 
might qualify him for the Daily Express £1,000 reward. With this object 
he had travelled extensively, and had visited Mrs. MACIZAN. All he had 
been able to obtain were a number of letters (which he described as 
"effectionate") and a diary, which had been obtained through the agency of 
Jack HEWIT; also an address book which he had got independently. 


In view of the somewhat private nature of these papers, he and 
an unidentified friend of his, with whom he had dis cussed the matter and 
who appears himself to have been a source of some of the material, had 
come to the conclusion that they were under an obligation to give Mrs. 
BASSETT a chance to obtain it. He said she could have it for £50. He and 
his friend had expected to get £30 or £0 from the press. 


Mrs. BASSETT had first said that she could not possibly make a 
decision at once, snd that she must consult her son. JENKINS then said 
that there would not be time for this, giving her to wderstand that he 
wished to hand the material over to the press this morning. He said that 
he would hovever consult with his friend at 7.30 pm. last night and see 
what he had to say. 


JENKINS implied in the course of the conversation that the 
material which he had was somewhat similar to that which had been published 
in the "Summday Express" last week. 


Mrs. BASSETT then told JHVKINS that she would have nothing to do 
with him or his offer and that he was to leave the house. She then tele- 
phoned Nigel BURGESS and told him the story. 


I contacted Mr. Skardon at about 9.45 pem., and arranged with 
him to get in touch with Mrs. BASSETT, in order to reassure her and advise 
her. We agreed that there was no immediate need to inform the police, but 
that if Mrs. BASSETT was alarmed Mr. Skardon could give her a suitable 
number to ring if she wanted to. This did not in fact prove necessary. 

In his conversation with Mrs. BASSETT he discovered that her principal 
anxiety was, if possible, to prevent publication of damaging material in 
the press, and to do her proper duty by the authorities. As regards pre~ 
vention of publication, Skardon gave her to understand a possibility of 
doing this existed, but that he could make absolutely no guarantee. 


IT had a further consultation on the telephone with Mr. Skardon 
this morning. His considered view was that the whole affair was likely to 
be @ hoax. The mention of the similarity of the material to that published 
recently by the "Sumday Express" supported this view, as did the small sums 
of money mentioned by the se~called JENKINS. | 
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The position was discussed this morning with D.C. and D.D.G. 
It was agreed that, in view of the possibility of a hoax it would be 
unwise to make any attempt to approach the Express newspapers or any 
other paper in order to prevent or delay publication, and that the right 
course of action was to let the matter rest. It was considered that 
even if the material of the kind described were presented to one of the 
newspapers Over the week-end, it was unlikely that they could publish 
anything which would do this Service damage, in view of the extreme 
cautiousness which they would have to exercise on the score of libel.
